Maintenance Employes Vote 
to Return to Chicago Ter- 
minals Today. 


WOMEN RAP TILDEN CASE. 


Trade Union League Contrasts It

Strikes of maintenance of way employés 
against three Chicago terminal railroads 
were called off yesterday. Between 400 and 
500 men will return to work today on the | 
lines of the Illinois Central, the Baltimore 
and Ohio Terminal, and the Western In- 
diana. 

Action on the strike against the Indiana 
Harbor Beit line will be taken at a meeting 
to be held tomorrow. It is regarded likely 
that these strikers also will return to work, 
as a majority of the men consider it hope- 
Jess to continue the fight. 

Call Off. Strikes, 

The action calling off the strikes was taken 
at a meeting held in the afternoon at Hod- 
carriers’ hall. Officials of the roads offered 
t> take the men back under the old condi- 
tions, and the strikers deemed it advisable 
to accept the offer rather than continue the 
fight and take chances of losing their jobs. 
Strikes aré still in progress against the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul and the Chi- 
cago Junction, though most of the men who 
walked out went back to work several days 
ago as individuals.

The undismayed majority, which pursued 
its demand for another inquiry and for an 
inspection of the national office books and 
records, was accused of attempting to side- 
track certain efforts of the national officers. 

The general idea, however, was that unless 
there was, something to conceal, the records 
of Barnes’ trial as well as his books would 
not have been denied the investigators of 
the county committee. 

And it also was the general opinion that 
a disregard for existing doubts as to the reg- 
ularity of Barnes trial would be unfair to 
the whole Socialist propaganda. 

When the committee was about to draw 
up an unequivecable demand that the na- 
tional committee permit a complete investi- 
gation or relinquish their offices à national 
officer gave assurance that the books would 
be open today for complete survey.

REAL AND FALSE ISSUES. 
The Record - Herald's second editorial in 
opposition to the Johnson waterway bill, 
published on Saturday in answer to Tux 
's editorial of Friday, is as dis- 

uous as its first. 
It reiterates its declaration that the 1908 
bond issue amendment was approved by 
people of the state under a misappre- 
hension, and that since then a reversal of 
public opinion has taken place. 

To support its theory. that the bond issue 
was voted under a misconception, the Rec- 
ord-Herald quotes an editorial of Tu» 


Two of Jan. 23, 1910—and misconstrues 


it, as it did after the publication of the 
editorial. 

Tun Trisunw editorial described in a 
humorous vein the exaggerated visions 
which at first accompanied the waterway 
movement. It was published at a time when 
William Lorimer was most vociferous for 
the twenty-five foot channel and was going 
about the state preaching federal codpera- 
tion and the necessity for deep water devel- 
opment down the Mississippi to the s¢a. In 
response to this propaganda the Record 
Herald announced that, having changed ed- 
itorship, it had changed convictions as to 


| the waterway project, and announced its 


sweeping opposition then and there, charg- 
ing that he project was chimerical. 

That was when the Record-Herald’s man 
of straw first appeared and was first laid low 
with thunderous logic. 

If the Record-Herald had declared that it 
did not believe in God because horses have 
five legs, it would have been equally con- 
vincing. 

But Tue Tenens, for the sake of clear- 
ing the air of the dust thrown, published its 
‘editorial of Jan. 23, 1910, distinguishing be- 
tween the extreme and probably visionary 
demands of Mr. Lorimer, Mr. Cooley, and 
their group and the project.championed by 
Mr. Deneen.

Gov. Deneen’s plans for the development of 
water power and the making of a waterway are 
designed to conserve the interests of the state. 
They gresp the substance and ignore the chimeras 
of the proposition. They propose an investment 
and not an expenditure. They do not contem- 
plate dropping money into a hole in the hope that 
it will come out again, 


This incident illustrates what the tactics 
of the Record-Herald have been in opposing 
the so-called Deneen plan. The Record- 
Herald has attempted to beat the conserva- 
tive Deneen plan to death over the shoulders 
ot its man of straw, the Lorimer-Cooley 
plan. It is attempting now to persuade the 
legislature and the public that the voters of 
1908. thought only of the Lorimer plan and 
were moved solely by the hopes of seeing the 
merchant navies of the world afloat among 
the cornfields.

STANDING IN THE WAY OF 
BCONOMY. 

Just how the house committee on munici- 
pal corporations will justify or even ex- 
plain its refusal to report out senate bill 15 
authorizing the city to invest its reserve 
funds in its on tax anticipation warrants 
is not to be seen-easily. The bill was intro- 
duced by Senator Glackin for the city ad- 
ministration Jan. 10; it was passed by the 
senate Apri] 20, and received by the house 
committee’ on municipal corporations 
April 21. 

The chairman of the committee, Repre- 
sentative Butts of Peoria, evidently is yield- 
ing to the wishes of certain Chicago mem- 
‘bers who obstruct the further course of the 
measure. It probably is a matter of indif- 
ference to him, but it is one of financial im- 
portance to this city. If this legislation were 
secured Chicago could invest sinking and 
reserve funds, on which the banks pay an 
average of about 2% per cent interest, in 
its own anticipation warrants, on which it 
borrows money of the banks at 4 per cent. 
The saving annually, it is estimated 
would be $125,790 in interest. If this econ- 
omy is being opposed for any small political 
reasons, it is outrageous that such opposi- 
tion should succeed. The dill originated 
with a Republican city administration. Itis 
supported by a Democratic administration, 
It is not a matter of politics. It is a matter 
of finance, and to deny the city theauthority 
to make the saving would be inexcusable. 

A CIRCUS FOR RAVINIA? 

If a circus obtain possession of Ravinia 
park, then indeed summer culture in these 
parts will be desolate, evicted, friendiess, 
sitting out on the roadside disconsolate, 
with nowhere to lay her bead.

CRUELTY TO A TURTLE. 

In Boston last summer a green sea turtle 
weighing 160 pounds passed ten hours on his 
back in a restaurant window.. His neck 
protruded, his eyes popped out, and he ob- 
viously was in no situation in which a green 


-| sea turtle in its right mind would choose to 


be. Word of its condition came to the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals and the proprietor of the restaurant 
was arrested. | 
The green ses turtle as flesh and fat went 
the way of its kind when caught, being of- 
fered up in soup—and probably steaks. But 
the legal rights of that turtle went marching 
on like John Brown’s spirit. In the Mu- 
nicipal court the restäurant proprietor was 
fined $25 for cruelty to it. An appeal was 
taken and there were the usual delays at 
which the turtle did not chafe as much as 
do the majority of litigants, long having 
run his course in the economy of nature. 
For him it was entirely an academic argu- 
ment, but his rights were guarded as care- 
fully and prayerfully as if his future happi- 
ness depended on the outcome of the suit. 

In the Superior court much difficulty was 
had in determining whether or not he had 
suffered. Prof. Robert A. Yerkes of Har- 
vard testified that turtles have a greater 


cerebral hemispheres and nervous systems 
‘being more highly developed, and that “they 
respond to the most important of the stimuli 
to which we humans respond.“ 

A letter from Raymond Ditmar, curator 
of the New York Zodlogical park, contrib- 
uted a statement for the defense that a 
turtle placed right side up on land for any 
length of time would be suffocated by its 
weight pressing its lungs against its under 
shell, and that if it were to be kept alive it 
must be on its back or in the water. The 
judge on this evidence.instructed the jury 
to find a verdict of not guilty. 

It had taken much time, but in the end 
is was ascertained that the green sea turtle 
which lay on its back for ten hours last 
summer had not suffered unnecessarily in 
contributing its share to the upkeep of the 
world and the onward march of humanity. 
These facts are set forth as encopraging. It 
is obvious that the care which guards a 
turtle dying inevitably .will take close ac- 
count sooner or later of humans living and 
working.

IR ROBERT MORANT, the permanent 

chief and undersecretary of state for 

the department of education in the 

ae government administration, 

dismissal! from office has just 

been demmanded by the National Union of 

Teachers in England, is a remarkable man 

who for several years was the virtual rulet ot 
Slam. 

When quite a young man he went out to 
that country from New college, Oxford, as 
tutor to the son of one of the principal nobles 
of thet country. There he was brought into 
contact with the reigning family, and before 
three years had elapsed he had been appoint- 
ed by the king the chief tutor and mentor of 
the then crown prince, who now occupies the 
Siamese throne. 

The late king of Siam recognized his ster- 
ling qualities and made of him a friend and 
confidant. In fact, it used to be said that 

the monerch never sanctioned any important 
measure submitted to him by the princes of 
his house end by his ministerial advisers 
without taking counsel of his son's tutor, 
who used, indeed, to be referred to by many 
as “ Siam’s uncrowned ruler.” 

With thé object of removing his son to a 
healthier atmosphere than could be found in 
the royal palace, in which the seragilo sys- 

tem always exercises a baneful influence, the 
late king sent the crown prince to lite with 
his English tutor, to be brought up by him in 
accordance with English ideas.

into the hands of his half-brothers and other 
princes, the situation of Morant became um- 
possible and he found it well to return to 
England. ' ‘ 

There he engaged in educational work in 
the east end of London with so much energy 
and success that his services were secured 
dy the government department of education 
at Whitehall as assistant director of special 
inquiries and reports, and as such he was 
called upon to report on primary and other 
schools in France, Switzerland, Germany, 
etc, .

Morant was the chief adviser of Sir John 
Gorst when the latter was minister of edu- 
cation; and when Sir George Kekewich re- 
tired from the office of permanent secretary 
Morant was appointed to his office with a 
salary of $10,000 a year and advanced to 
knighthood of the Order of the Bath.

The Hon: Henry Berkeley Portman, a man 
of 51, now becomes, through the death of bis 
elder brother, Edward, the heir to his father’s 
viscounty of Portman and to one of the most 
valuable estates in England. For old Lord 
Portman, now some 88 years of age, comes 
next in importance to the Dukes of West- 
minster and of Bedford as one of the half 
dozen great ground landlords of the British 
metropolis. 


Lord Portman may be said to owe much of 


the fortune of his honse to donkeys. Many 
years ago, somewhere in the eighteenth 
century, the doctors, finding that the Mrs. 
Portman of the day, the great-grandmother 
of the present viscount, was delicate, in- 
sisted that she should be fed on asses’ milk. 
Her husband at once bought a large farm 
in Middlesex, where Bryanstone square now 
stands, and stocked it with a big drove of 
donkeys, gradually extending the hoWings 
around his farms and becoming the chief 
purveyor of asses’ milk in London. 

The original farm cost him about $8,000. 
Today the farm and the pastures added there- 
to are octupied by Portman square, Bryan- 
stone square, and Manchester square that 
is to say,esome of the most fashionable resi- 
dential quarters of the metropolis, and yield 
to Lord Portman an income estimated at 
over $1,000,000 a year, which is bound to go 
on increasing in size. 

In fact, there are years when, owing to the 
falling in of leases, his income has been five 
or six times that amount. Thus, in 1888, 
when a large number of ninety-nine year 
leases fell in, not only were the rents raised 
to eight times what they were before, but 
enormous premiums were exacted from all 
the tenants desiring to retain their old 
premises.

Indeed, in that year he received upward of 
$7,000,000 in this fashion from his London 
property alone; not by sale, but merely in 
the capacity of landlord. 

It is perhaps owing to the role played by 
donkeys and donkeys’ milk in connection 
with the fortunes of the family that Lord 
Portman continues to this day to supply the 
British metropolis with asses’ milk, although, 
of course, he does 8 to herd the 
dcnkeys in Bryanston#@ square. 

The milking of the donkeys at the house 
door of the customers instead of bringing 
the milk into towns in cans, ig to avold any 
evepicion of fraud or adulteration, and 1 
dare say that some of my readers who, spend- 
ing the season in London and returning home 
shortly after daybreak from some entertain- 
ment, have met a drove of asses assembled 
at the door of some splendid manbion, and 
have wondered thereat, will be interested to 
read this explanation. 

The Portmans are an old west of England 
family, and flourished in Somersetshire in 
the reign Of Edward I., while under Queen 
Elizabeth a Sir William Portman was lord 
chief justice of England. They were one of 
the first families to receive a baronetcy, 
theire Gating from 1611. 

But the dignity became extinct through 
the death without lseue of the sixth baronet, 
who bequé&thed his property to a cousin, 
Henry Seymour, on condition that he assume 
the name and arms of Portman. He in turn 
deft the property, with identically the same 
stipulation, to a kinsman of the name of 
Willlam Berkeley, since which time the de- 
scent has been without interruption in the 
male line direct. 


The father of the — Lord Portman, 
after representing Dorsetehire for over 
thirty years in the house of commons, was 
reised to the house of lords by William IV. 
a few weeks before the latter’s death, being 
subsequently promoted to a viscounty by 
Queen Victoria. 

He died at the age of 90, and there is every 
prospect that his gon, the present peer. will 
live as long. For he ls wonderfully well pre- 
ecr ved, the, Spare, vigorous, in fine condi- 
tion, and ie the active master of one of the 
most famous hunts in Dorsetshire, where he 
came a cropper last year while * 
a ditch, breaking a collar bone. 

Moreover, in 1008 Lord Portman, shetty 
after he celebrated his eightieth birthday, 
married again, leading to the altar a widow, 
Mre. Livingstone-Learnmionth of Hanford, 
near Blandtord. AN his numerous children,

In German, however, 
she is hampered by her obvious unfamiliarity 
with the language.

Brahms’ “ Vergebdliches 
Stündchen and Strauss’ Serenade failed to 
give adequate emphasis, Neither was she able 
to impart to the voice the variety of tone color 
demanded by the significance of the texts.

Even the familiar aria One Fine Day.“ from 
Puccini’s “Madam Butterfly,” though sung in 
English, did not develop either the variety or 
the intensity of interpretative means necessary 
td the full revealment of its emotional con- 
tent.
